we have a membership of over 
1,600.000 farm families. We count 
our membership by families, for 
when the husband joins the wife 
t.utomaticnlly becomes a mem­ 
ber, and an important one at 
that.

In Texas we have over 85,000 
farm family members.

we arc the only major farm or­ 
ganization that maintains a per­ 
manent staff both to Washing­ 
ton and Austin. These, our rep­ 
resentative# meet with the var­ 
ious 
congressional 
committees, 
and with the individual congress- 
nien to present the position of 
Farm Bureau. In turn they keep 
the membership at home Inform­ 
ed as to what bills are coming 
up. and any that we have a spec­ 
ial interest in we can contact 
our representative or congress­ 
man. In the Legislature before 
this last we were 70% effective 
in securing the legislation we 
iavored. I don’t have at present 
the record of this last legislature. 
So you see our organization is 
cue to be reckoned with in state 
and national affairs. As you re­ 
call the Farm Bureau led the 
fight that killed the wheat re­ 
ferendum. And at the present 
time some thirty-five congress­ 
men 
from 
both 
parties 
are 
sponsoring wheat and grain leg­ 
islation very much in line with 
Farm Bureau’s recommendations. 
Farm Bureau is a service or­ 


ganization, concerned not only 
with policies and legislation that 
effects us economically, but we 
are more concerned with legis­ 
lation that concerns us as citiz­ 
ens. A* such an organization we 
try to cooperate with other or­ 
ganizations for the betterment of 
our county and state. One ex­ 
ample of this, our state directors 
made available to any fire de­ 
partment special training for one 
volunteer fireman. Also they of- 
rrr to pay $75 to any fire depart­ 
ment, each time that it goes out 
of the cit yllmits to serve any 
of our insured members. We are 
making this available to our local 
first department. This is a ser­ 
vice we already have. Our boys 
go out any where in the country 
in reach, and some we might 
j.av almost out of reach. I want 
to take this opportunity to ex­ 
press our appreciation for their 
service and we are glad indeed 
that 
ve have this opportunity 
to render this service in return.
